Draft Of Jap

prices, depending on the store, the 
locality, and the kind 
of 
food. 
Price Director Michael V. DiSalle 
said “We are sure that there will 
be more decreases than increases.” 
That was cheerful news for the 
housewife, but DiSalle added that 
“a large p art” of the net reduc­ 
tion in prices m ay be cancelled 
out if farm prices continue

move up.

Biologists Condemn 
Delta Walleye Bill 
At Public Hearing 


LANSING — (ZP) — Fisheries 
biologists last night, at a public 
hearing, condemned a House bill 
to curtail commercial fishing for 
walleyes in the Big and Little 
Bays De Noc. 
Spokesmen 
for 
Delta 
county 
business, 
resort and sportsm en’s 
groups supported the bill. 
Dr. Halph Hile of the U. S. Fish 
and W ildlife Service, opposed the 
“fallacy” that heavy commercial 
fishing 
pressure was destroying 
the 
walleye 
population 
of 
the 
area, described as “one of the ten 
best fishing spots in the nation.” 
Boom Abnormal 
Dr. Hile argued that the w all­ 
eye population boom is abnormal 
and that increased production is 
not a drain on a “fixed reserve.” 
Asserting the Green Bay wa­ 
ters historically were not walleye 
fisheries, Dr. Mile said an unex­ 
plained boost in walleye betoil In 


1943 has resulted in an abnor­ 
mally heavy catch in years since. 
Declaring the existing popula­ 
tion will not last, 
Dr. Hile said 
“Fish will obey the laws of na­ 
ture and not of 
the 
Michigan 
legislature.” He said the bill re­ 
stricts pond and trap nets most, 
but that gill nets accounted for 
most of the catch. 
Dr. Peter I. Tack, professor of 
fisheries 
biology 
at 
Michigan 
State college, said the legislation 
would be useless to improve or 
sustain the present walleye pro­ 
duction.

postponed.

to help hasten the clearing of the 
harbor. 
Returning to Strait# 
Leonard C. 
Reynolds, 
CdeNW 
Peninsula Division superintendent, 
said Coast Guard district head­ 
quarters office at Cleveland today 
advised him the Mackinaw would 
return to the Straits of Mackinaw, 
where ice has formed a bottleneck 
of the Upper Lakes. 


Ice Moving Out 
Little Bay de Nee lee was re­ 
ported moving out this after­ 
noon as the cutters Mackinaw 
and Woodbine sliced east and 
west channels across the bay. 
Commercial fishermen removed 
remaining smelt pound nets this 
morning. 


Tho Woodbine will stay here to 
break channels and in particular 
to open up the slips alongside the 
two C&NW ore docks. 
Lee McMillan, dock agent, said 
ice in the slips ranges from 18 to 
20 inches solid. The slips will have 
to be cleared before boats could 
tie up for loading. 
No Boat Scheduled 
Meanwhile there is no definite 
word on boat schedules, no ore 
is being shipped to Escanaba from 
the mines, and negotiations 
are 
continuing in Chicago in efforts 
to settle a dispute between the 
C&&NW and the Escanaba ore 
handlers.

Michigan family to 
evaluate 
its 
own “family cancer control pro­ 
gram ” during April, National Can­ 
cer Control Month. 
Is your physician’s office your 
cancer detection center? 
Does every adult in the family 
have complete physical exam ina­ 
tions, including cancer exam in­ 
ations, every six months? 
Do the people in 
your family 
know the signs and symptoms of 
cancer which will help to save 
their lives? 
Does anyone in the family who 
has a sign or symptom of cancer 
go to his physician for an immed­ 
iate examination? 
Are the women of your family 
planning to see the new cancer 
detection film “Breast Self-Exam ­ 
ination” when a local health or 
women’s club brings it to your 
community? 
The 
15 - minute, 
sound, color film, which may be 
borrowed from the Michigan De­ 
partm ent of Health shows how a 
woman can protect herself from 
cancer of the breast by a simple- 
self-examination once a month. 
Cancer is an unruly growth of 
the body’s own cells. 
It usually 
starts as a very tiny tumor or lump 
at one place in the body. The ini­ 
tial evidence is so slight that only 
periodic physical examination will 
find it. As time goes on the can­ 
cer increases in size and may ex­ 
tend into the surrounding tissues.

Draft Exemptions On Basis Of 
Scholarship Wrong In Principle 
*pHE proposal of Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, 
the nation’s draft director, that top- 
ranking students in high schools and col­ 
leges be exempt from military training is 
drawing a mounting tide of resentment 
around the country, as well it should. 
The general’s theory presumably is that 
the nation’s best brains, as measured in 
terms of scholastic rankings in the high 
schools and colleges, should not be sub­ 
jected to the hazards of military life. 
The proposal, of course, is a slur on the 
American armed services by conveying 
the idea that only second rate brain pow­ 
er should be drafted for military service. 
The 
plan 
is 
wrong in principle and 
wrong in application. 
It is contrary to 
American principles of democracy that a 
segment of our draft-age people should be 
exempted from service in the 
country’s 
armed forces because of scholastic attain­ 
ment And it is wrong to assume that the 
bright boys of the classroom are necessar­ 
ily the only hope of the nation for leader­ 
ship in the future. An examination of Am­ 
erican history will reveal that a large per­ 
centage of leaders in every field of en­ 
deavor have come from the ranks of av­ 
erage scholastic attainment. 
Leadership 
and success require more than the ability 
to absorb textbook knowledge. 
It has been expressed by military ex­ 
perts time and again that American suc­ 
cesses on the battlefield have developed 
because American soldiers are intelligent, 
that they possess the 
ability 
to 
think 
quickly in emergencies without 
waiting 
for directions to filter down from the high 
command. 
If the future of America and the safety 
of our people is dependent upon the pro­ 
tection that the armed services can give 
us, it surely is essential that we build our 
army, navy and air force with the best 


It Is Now Evident That 
Long-Held Power Corrupts 
TIEHEN Senator Fulbright of Arkansas 
VV recommended creation of a commis­ 
sion to study the whole moral climate of 
government, he cannot have hoped too 
strongly that the idea would be adopted. 
Since any commission worth setting up 
would be bound to investigate the moral 
behavior of Congress as well as the Execu­ 
tive Branch, the lawmakers aren’t likely to 
authorize it. 
And 
it 
hardly can be imagined that 
President Truman, whose administration 
already has suffered materially from the 
RFC disclosures, would consent to naming 
a commission which would further embar­ 
rass his regime politically. 
. What we are witnessing in Washington 
is the natural decay in the moral fiber of 
men who have been in power too long. 
"‘Power corrupts” is an old familiar phrase. 
Learned essays have been written on the 
effect long exercise of power has 
upon 
the men who hold it. Even with the best 
intentions, such a government gradually 
will succumb to a sort of dry rot. 
Laxity in observing moral standards is 
but one consequence. The wielders of pow­ 
er come to feel they and they alone have a 
pipeline to the people. 
Increasingly sure 
they understand the citizen’s needs best, 
they actually grow away from him. Their 
long re sp o n sib ility for government actu­ 
ally breeds irresponsibility. 
It was to guard again this danger that 
the principle of rotation in office was con­ 
ceived. A change in the cast of characters 
from time to time seems a healthy antidote 
to the corrosive influences of power. 
A good 
deal of the time the rotation 
orinciple has worked successfully in Am­ 
erican democracy. 
But there have been 
periods when a variety of circumstances 
combined to keep one party in power for 
an extraordinary span. This is one such 
time. 
The headlines this year and last speak 
eloquently of the results of overlong ten­ 
ure in office. The time-honored cure for a 
government thus tarnished is to apply the 
old rotation principle. 
But unfortunately, extended control of 
the government can have damaging effects 
on the party OUT of 
power, 
too. 
The 
"outs” grow steadily more desperate in 
their efforts to seize the reins. Having no 
real voice in policy, their criticisms of the 
"ins” are frequently allowed to touch ex­ 
tremes of irresponsibility. 
They may show themselves so rusty in 
the uses of power that they actually tend 
to delay their coming back to power. When 
their crying need is a program and a poli­ 
cy ’round which citizens may rally with 
new hope, they may find themselves dis­ 
sipating their energies in endless flailing 
against the opposition. 
This country obviously is ripe for a re­ 
turn to responsible moral government di­ 
rected by men freshly brought to the task, 
newly aware of the highest traditions of 
honorable public service. The opportunity 
is there. Will the men qualified to perform 
this vital function arise to take it?

Reds Learn That 
Aggression Is Costly 


t T is now nine months since the North 
Koreans crossed the 38th parallel south­ 
ward in the first real military aggression 
of the postwar period. 
In that interval, 
the North Koreans 
have swept down to the Pusan beachhead, 
only to be caught from behind by the dar­ 
ing Allied landings at Inchon and routed. 
American and UN forces have driven the 
North Korean Reds north out of their cap­ 
ital at Pyongyang, toward the Manchurian 
border at the Yalu River. 
The 
Chinese 
Reds have come to the 
North Koreans’ rescue, to administer first 
a brief setback and then a major defeat to 
the Allies that sent them reeling out of 
North Korea, out of Seoul and other key 
Korean towns for the second time. 
And last, the stubborn, grizzled, season­ 
ed Americans and their UN comrades have 
again sliced the 
Communist 
enemy 
to 
pieces and hurled him back from all but a 
small fraction of South Korean soil. In a 
few spots UN advance units are across the 
38th into North Korea once more. 
So where do we stand? 
After nine months of see-saw fighting, 
the dividing line between Communists and 
non-Communists is, roughly speaking, just 
where it was when the invasion 
started 
last June 25. 
In terms of territory, then, 
the Reds have gained exactly nothing. 
But North Koreans and Chinese togeth­ 
er have inflicted upwards of 55,000 casual­ 
ties upon American forces in Korea, plus 
losses suffered by our Allies. 
They have compelled the United States 
and other UN nations to spend heavily to 
maintain fighting forces far from 
their 
homelands. The U. S. especially has paid 
out to the tune of several billions of dol­ 
lars. 
If part of the Reds’ purpose was to bleed 
us and hurt us, they have done it. But the 
damage they have done us is, relatively, a 
small thing compared to the havoc they 
have wreaked in Korea. 
Except for the 
Pusan beachhead area, South Korea is a 
flattened, blackened shambles. Large parts 
of North Korea are likewise leveled. 
A 
great number of the 20,000,000 South Ko­ 
reans are homeless and sunk in poverty. 
Who would pretend this is not a great 
price to pay for thus far successfully bar­ 
ring South Korean land to permanent Red 
control? It is a high price — written in 
blood, in pain and in broken hopes. 
But what the free world has gained at 
that cost is no minor triumph. The forces 
of freedom, rallying nobly at 
the start, 
have 
shown 
that aggression cannot be 
cheaply practiced nor its fruits easily won 
when liberty-loving peoples are aroused to 
their peril. 
For not 
only have the Reds failed to 
capture any soil for long; they have suf­ 
fered casualties in the hundreds of thou­ 
sands. Whole armies have been crushed or 
crippled. They have been stung by heavy 
blows whose impact has been felt in the 
shaky foundations of the fledgling Chinese 
Communist nation. And they will go on- 
paying severely so long as they persist in 
lawless aggression. 
The lesson should not be lost on the 
ruthless tyrants in the Kremlin. Free men 
who understand their danger 
cannot be 
trampled on. If you think they can, men of 
the Politburo, then count 
your 
meager 
gains after nine months against them!

Merry-Go- Round

WASHINGTON—Here are a few facts 
not brought out during the crime commit­ 
tee probe of the glamor girl of the under­ 
world, Virginia Hill: 
Miss 
Hill first broke into prominence 
among the gangsters when she lived in the 
Chicago boardinghouse where Chicago’s 
Joe Epstein, then a student in accountancy, 
also lived. Virginia, a restaurant waitress 
at that time, frequently 
brought 
coffee 
and cakes to the hungry Epstein. 
Later, 
when Epstein got out of school, he became 
an accountant for the underworld, also be­ 
gan helping Miss Hill. 
She became a runner for the under­ 
world, carrying money between racketeers 
in different cities. This was a precarious 
job. But Virginia was sm art enough to 
keep an intimate diary locked in a vault 
with a record of the 
various 
financial 
transactions, and instructions that the files 
were to be made public if anything hap­ 
pened to her. 
Mobsters on the lam trusted their mon­ 
ey to her—a doubly dangerous 
assign­ 
ment; for not only was it illegal, but it put 
Miss Hill’s life in jeopardy inside the un­ 
derworld. 
The underworld, which lives by a code 
of its own, knew every time Virginia had 
a large chunk of cash. The mobsters also 
knew that if they robbed her, she couldn’t 
report it to the cops. At least half a dozen 
times, therefore, Virginia was beaten black 
and blue, and her apartment ransacked in 
attempts by the underworld to steal loot 
from itself. In addition, Miss Hill ran the 
risk of being bumped off by her own pals 
to whom she could never prove she had 
actually been robbed.

RAILROAD STRIKE IMPASSE 
Only 
one 
issue has been holding up 
settlement of the long, 
bitter 
railroad 
strike—namely, 
the role of Presidential 
Assistant John Steelman as mediator. The 
railroads want the

college professor to arbitrate future dif­ 
ferences, but the Railroad Brotherhoods 
want someone else.

Now he has a 
slight grandeur complex, 
hankers to be 
head of the New York Stock Exchange. 
FORRESTAL’S DIARY 
The defense department has recently 
been urged to release the private diary of 
the late secretary of defense, James For- 
restal, and to that end an edited version 
was sent to the joint chiefs of staff for 
approval. However, they dropped it like a 
hot potato. 
Some of the hot spots that caused the 
joint chiefs to keep the diary suppressed 
are; 
Forrestal told how he came close to fir­ 
ing then Secretary of the Air Force Sy­ 
mington in the spring of 1948 for an un 
authorized, pro-air force speech on the 
west coast. 
Forrestal also complained of his trou­ 
bles getting the three services to agree on 
war strategy and a defense budget. Twice 
he appealed to General Marshall to sup­ 
port increases in the m ilitary budget. The 
first time, Marshall was secretary of state 
and favored priorities for foreign aid in­ 
stead. The second time Marshall 
urged 
that the extra money be spent for univer­ 
sal military training. 
Forrestal also wrote bitterly of his dis­ 
trust of the French and British. The diary 
has now gone back to the custody of the 
president’s naval aide, Rear Adm. Robert 
L. Dennison. 
SLOW ARMS SHIPMENTS 
Britain’s new Foreign Minister Herbert 
Morrison has complained to the American 
embassy that U. S. arms shipments are 
slow in arriving in Britain. 
Morrison told Ambassador Walter Gif­ 
ford, former head of American Telephone 
and Telegraph, that shipments are so far 
behind 
schedule that it is jeopardizing 
British plans to expand its army. 
Morrison also apologized that his first 
official contact since taking over as foreign 
minister had to do with a complaint. But 
he emphasized that American arms are a 
matter of extreme urgency for Britain if 
the west is to plan a successful defense 
against Communism.

trousers, you may come back with 
rayon. 
Within the textile industry to­ 
day, there is a controversy rag­ 
ing over why wool supplies are 
short and expensive. The answer 
depends on which expert you 
talk to. 
Wool men say that it’s just the 
old law of supply and demand, 
cut and dried. The supply bf wool 
is short, the demand is fabulous 
and the result is high prices. 
But talk to fnen in other textile 
branches and they’ll give you a 
different story. They believe that 
the price rise has been carefully 
engineered by the wool industry 
itself. The reason: because manu 
facturers have been switching to 
synthetic fibers like rayon, and 
the wool industry had to raise 
pirces to keep making money.

Both camps can give you con­ 
vincing arguments; both back up 
their 
basic 
ideas 
with 
steady 
streams 
of 
statistics. 
They’re 
agreed cm only one thing—the 
price of wool is up, drastically. 
On the woolen side of the fence, 
you’ll 
hear 
the price is up be­ 
cause: 
1. Wool is short. America now 
imports 75 to 80 per cent of its 
raw wool. It must buy this wool 
on the open market in Australia 
and other sheep-raising centers. 
It must bid against other wool- 
hungry nations, including Russia 
which is a big purchaser. Such 
feverish bidding sends the price 
of the raw material up. 
2. ~ -re was a drought in Au- 
strr 
illing sheep and decreas 
ing 
/ool supply. 
3. . ~bor costs have risen. The 
recent textile strike settlement is 
expected to boost woolen goods 
another 15 cents a yard. 
4. Americans want, need and 
use more wool than ever before. 
In 1939, the per capita consump­ 
tion of wool was 2.9 pounds. Now 
it is almost 5 pounds. 
5. The Korean War has caused 
all the services to need 
woolen 
uniforms and blankets. The U. S.

War has been an especially hard

That’s one side of the story, a 
side picturing an industry caught 
between the twin devils of a short 
supply and a big demand.

“Wool,” says F. Eugene Acker­ 
man, president of the Wool Bu­ 
reau, “is the only necessary fiber 
to human beings. And right now 
we’re living 
in 
a wool-hungry 
world.” 
The New York Times entered 
the wool-vs.-.synthetic argument 
with an editorial called "Disap­ 
pearance of ‘All Wool.’ ” It point­ 
ed out, first, that “for more than 
five consecutive years world con­ 
sumption of wool has exceeded 
world production.”

Then ii went on to predict that 
this year would find 30 per cent 
of 
blankets 
will 
be made of 
blends of wool and rayon. It said 
that half the summer suits last 


year contained rayon. And it con­ 
cluded that rayon fabrics can do 
the job as well as wool, they’re

“what 
difference 
does it make whether or not their 
fibers were shorn from animals’ 
backs?” 
Answering the editorial, Acker­ 
man of the Wool Bureau pointed 
out that it was the shortage of 
wool and the demand for it that 
*had created “the present tight po­ 
sition in the most wanted types of 
apparel wools.” 
He said that the price of wool 
had gone up 284 per cent since 
1939, 
true, 
but 
“almost three- 
fifths of this increase has occur­ 
red since the Korean adventure 
created 
an

psychology.” 
And he concluded: “No one has 
yet been able to imitate or even 
approach 
wool’s 
amazing, com­ 
plex structure which is the basis 
of its exclusive properties.” 
The man buying a suit or the

They may 
not be sure why, but perhaps it 
doesn’t matter.

in this year of 
our Lord 1951. 
But it is a lot 
more than that. 
What you 
are 
watching on the 
television screen 
besides the give- 
and-take 
show 
of witness 
and 
cross-examiner is the further dis­ 
integration, and at a greatly ac­ 
celerated pace, of the Democratic 
party. 
The fundamental base on which 
the power of the party 
rests is 
the mass of the voters in the big 
cities. If the allegiance of these 
voters, through the 
medium of 
the city machines is 
weakened, 
then the future of the party is 
uncertain. 
Losing Catholic Tote 
The weakening process had al­ 
ready begun before the Kefauver 
committee took the center of the 
television stage. The sensational 
charges of Communism in gov­ 
ernment and the bungling way in 
which these charges were met by 
toe administration shook 
the 
loyalty of many; and especially 
of faithful Roman Catholics in the 
cities, if only 
because 
of 
the 
church’s sensitivity to the Com­ 
munist issue. 
Prevately to friends and assoc­ 
iates 
former 
Senator 
Millard 
Tydings of Maryland has blamed 
his defeat on 
the 
defection of 
voters in Baltimore and especially 
on the so-called 
Catholic vote. 
These were presumably the vot­ 
ers among whom the 
“area of 
doubt" could be most successfully 
exploited by the shrewd public 
relations 
experts 
directing the 
Republican campaign. 
One of the 
leading diocesan 
papers in Maryland denied that 
this had been a factor, blaming 
the defection from Tydings on the 
lural counties. 
Far too 
much 
solidarity is attributed to 
relig­ 
ious and racial voting blocs. But 
when this has been said, 
it re­ 
mains true that the 
strong im­ 
pression prevails 
among 
many 
observers that the Communist is­ 
sue has greatly weakened the al­ 
legiance of eity voters 
to 
the 
Democratic machine. Polish Am­ 
ericans, for example, are acutely 
conscious of the “betrayal of Po­ 
land" as exploited by the opposi­ 
tion to the Truman foreign policy. 
Now the Kefauver 
committee 
holds up to public view via this 
fantastic new medium of 
tele­ 
vision relationships between the 
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city machines 
and the under­ 
world. It is not just the corrup­ 
tion that is exposed to view but 
the whole complex of city boss 
and tenement dweller, favor taker 
and favor giver, the Pendergast 
at the center and the loyal front 
man at the periphery. 
Loyalties Shattered 
What exposure does is to jar 
that relationship and disrupt 
it. 
This is a Democratic investigat­ 
ing committee named by a Demo­ 
cratic Senate doing these things. 
The resentments spread far. They 
shader loyalties that 
are 
not 
directly related to the corruption 
exposed. 
A secondary effect of the Ke­ 
fauver revelations is to shock the 
independent voter who constitut­ 
es anywhere from 20 to 30 per 
cent of the total. Owing, no real 
allegiance to either party, the in­ 
dependent concerns himself with 
politics only on 
those 
sporadic 
occasions when he decides that 
‘ something must be done." 
In the old days many 
of his 
kind were known as 
goo-goos. 
They chose to ignore the 
more 
rugged aspects of the 
American 
political scene except at 
inter­ 
vals when things got too bad and 
an urge for virtue touched off a 
brief crusade. Many years ago in 
the muck- raking 
era Lincoln 
Steffens and others exposed the 
relationships between power and 
pelf in American cities 
where 
the rich and 
respectable 
didn’t 
want to bother about the sordid 
details of politics. 
Turn Rascals Out 
But the shocked citizen sitting 
before his television screen can­ 
not ignore what 
he sees 
and 
hears. He wants to know who has 
been protecting 
these 
people. 
Why have they not been prose­ 
cuted for their crimes? What sin­ 
ister power has enabled them to 
grow rich? It all adds up to that 
ancient political axiom: Turn the 
rascals out. 
For many the time is long over­ 
due when the Democratic party 
for its various sins and iniquities 
should have disintegrated. 
They 
thought that time had come 
in 
1948. 
But if the party is in 
reality 
now going to pieces like the one- 
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hoss shay, a large 
vacuum 
of 
power will be left behind. And 
what is to fill that vacuum is not 
quite clear as it was not clear in 
1947. In fact, a good case can be 
made that it was this very lack 
that enabled President 
Truman 
to be re-elected in 1948. 
Today many jubilant Republic­ 
ans are beginning to feel that it 
doesn’t matter what is offered as 
a substitute, the disintegration 
having gone so far that anything 
will appear acceptable as a sub­ 
stitute. And they may be right. 
But it would be hard to 
prove 
that this is a healthy condition in 
a moment of world crisis.

when necessary to reflect higher 
farm prices. 
DlSalle, facing re­ 
porters at a news conference, was

Second, the new system means 
th at DiSalle’s OPS now has paved 
th e w ay for definite dollars-and- 
cents ceiling prices, figured 
by 
the district OPS offices and post­ 
ed on big charts in the stores. 
Abend Of OPA 
OPS officials said 
this 
was 
"th e single m ost im portant aspect” 
of last night's action. 
They said this system of "com­ 
m unity pricing” m ay be reached 
in about six months. 
They said 
they'd like to order it immedi­ 
ately, because it is the most ef­ 
fective and enforceable system of 
price controls. B ut they said food 
prices, in reflecting 
fluctuations 
in farm prices, will keep going up 
and dow n so rapidly for a while 
th at the posted ceilings m ight be 
out of date before the poster could 
be printed and tacked to the wall. 
M eantime, officials said the new 
•‘m arkup” or "m argin” regulations 
w ill keep food prices under ef­

and 
then community prices—but the 
OPS, profiting by OPA experience, 
is considerably ahead of the OPA 
in its timetable. 
Fresh Every Monday 
April 30 is the 
deadline 
for 
grocers to complete their change­ 
over. 
Any tim e after A pril 5, 
however, a grocer m ay put each 
new ceiling price into effect as 
soon as he hag computed it. Af­ 
ter A pril 30, each retail 
grocer 
m ust re-figure his coiling 
prices 
every Monday—that is on 
any 
items for which he had a differ­ 
ent cost from the cost on which 
his existing ceiling was figured. 
Under a previous 
regulation, 
April 30 is also the deadline for 
retailers of clothing and 
house 
furnishings to change to a new 
system of m argin controls. 
The 
m ain difference is that those re­ 
tailers m ust 
figure 
their 
own 
m arkup percentages by preparing 
"pricing charts", 
whereas 
the 
grocers have 
their 
percentages 
fixed by the government on 38 
different food categories. 
The 
three 
regulations 
cover 
canned goods, baby foods, flour, 
cocoa, 
coffee, 
tea, 
breakfast 
cereals, shortening, frosen fruits 
and vege&bles, mayonnaise, rice, 
margarine, 
dog and cat foods, 
crackers, jam s and jellies, syrups, 
and many other items. 
Moats Separate 
They do not cover fresh meats, 
fresh 
fruits, 
fresh 
vegetables, 
sugar, milk, bread, 
ice 
cream, 
candy, soft drinks, or alcoholic 
beverages. 
Many of tease things — m eats 
for example—will be covered by 
regulations of their own. 
The OPS estimated the num ­ 
ber of retail food stores at 580,000 
and the number of wholesalers at 
10,000. 
Retail stores are divided into 
four groups, and so are whole­ 
sale firms. 
The percentages dif­ 
fer for the groups. 
In general, small retail stores 
are allowed the highest m arkup 
percentages, as they were under 
OPA.

end the state of war with Japan, 
give that nation full control over 
its own affairs, and impose no bar­ 
riers in the way of Japanese re­ 
arm am ent or economic 
develop­ 
ment. 
Japan would, however, be bound 
to accept the principles laid down 
in article two of the U. N. charter. 
These include the basic require­ 
m ent that all U. N. members set­ 
tle international disputes by peace­ 
ful means and refrain from the 
threat or use of force. 
State department officials note 
that nations which are not U. N. 
members may also be covered be­ 
cause the article provides that the 
U. N. shall insure that non-mem­ 
bers "act in accordance with these 
principles so far as may be nec­ 
essary for the maintenance of in­ 
ternational peace and security.”

It was a record year in almost 
every category—more 
calls 
and 
telephones, higher revenues and 
expenses, and greater taxes. 
Praising the company’s 22,000 
employees as its “greatest single 
asset,” Greene pointed out that 
one of their biggest jobs during the 
year was to meet the 
increasing 
m ilitary, 
w ar-production, 
and 
civilian-defense needs. 
The company reported net in­ 
come of $17,947,840, a $7,000,000 
increase over 1949. Dividends of

Seeds, Reid Reports 


Chemicals or other methods of 
weed control are not the complete 
answer to the weed problem in 
the Upper Peninsula. They are a 
help, says Clayton D. Reid, Scliool- 
craft-Alger 
county 
agricultural 
agent, but we should also quit 
planting weed seeds. Reid quoted 
from the summary of results of a 
drill box survey of seed oats made 
in the Upper Peninsula during the 
spring of 1950. 
In this survey 79 samples of seed 
oats were taken directly from the 
grain drills in operation 
in 
the 
fields in 13 Upper Peninsula coun­ 
ties. 
These samples were analy­ 
zed and tested for germination by 
S. C. Hildbrand, of the farm crops 
department at Michigan State Col­ 
lege. 
Noxious 
weed 
seeds 
(quack 
grass 
or wild 
m ustard) 
were 
found in 34 samples. Other com 
mon weed seeds found were: wild 
buckwheat, lady’s thumb, lambs

five other crop seeds per pound. 
Of the samples taken in School­ 
craft county the two which had 
acceptable germination both had 
too many other crop seeds and 
on had far too many weeds. Of 
the two with 
acceptable 
weed 
counts, both had too many other 
crop seeds and one had low ger­ 
mination. Of the two with no crop 
mixture both had too many weed 
seeds and both had low germina­ 
tion. 
One Step Neglected 
From this survey it can be con­ 
cluded that quite a few farmers 
are neglecting one important step 
in weed control—the planting of 
weed free seed grain 
Since ele­ 
ven of the 79 farmer* had no weed 
seeds in their grain It may logi­ 
cally be assumed that seed grain 
can be cleaned up satisfactorily, 
Reid pointed out. 
As a corrective measure for this 
general condition, 
county 
agent 
Reid suggests: 
(I) 
A thorough 
cleaning of home grown seed over 
a fanning mill or at a commercial 
seed cleaning establishment, or (2) 
purchase of certified seed grain 
which must be free of noxious
